How the London “Times” was Honaxed.
A PORGED LETTVI FROM TUE FORBIGN QEFICE,
Lyom the Londin Times, April 21

We piblished on Satorday o lewling article
upon the relations of aystein and Prussia, in
which, %o niuch reserve, we announced that
it Bmperor of Austrin und Count Mensdoril
had vesolved 1o withdraw the Austrian Ambis-
sador Irom Bevling thar the Prussian Ambasss-
dor at Vienna had been intormed of this inten-
tion, und would probubly inke bis departuces
and that the Austoiun General ond been or-
dered to withdraw the forces under his com
wand from Holstein,

The suthonty for these stalements was the
follow tug letler, purportiog to have been written
by the nephew nnd Private Seeretary of Lord
Clarendon, whieh renebed us in an enwve lope
with thie fropressod stump of the royval prm.s, and
with a wellexecuted iorzery ol Lord Claren:
dun’s signature, as il to vatily the letter ol his
Private Secretary, The letter arelved so late as
to rénder it ditleult to verify its gutheuticity,
even il there hud been anything in its appeir-
ance or in the information it contained to excite
suspicion, It has been jor many years, and
nnder many admini=trations, the practiee ol the
Foreign Otice to worward tor publieation intelli-
gence of urgent public intereste. Such letters
are generally writien by the Peivate Seeretary
of the Mimister, nud veritied by his signature on
the envelope, 1o this ease, though on subse
quent examnatien the impressed stamp has been
found not to bedar the words *‘Foreien Oilice,”
the envelope i ot the usual ofheml character
and the impressed stamp is that of the royal
arins,

The letier was a forgery, No such despatch
had been recoived at the Forelegn Office: no
such letter bad been written at the dicection of
Lord Cluvendon; the signatures of Mr, Lister
and ol Lord Clurendon were forped, and the en:
velope hond veen purloined,  We were, in Iuet,
the victims of what, In some veninl matters $
wauld be called o hoax, vut what, where sach
importaut interests are coneerned, i3 litlle less
than o crime,

Lord Clarendon will, we are assured, tike
menns to discover it uny cubordivate in bis de
purtment has betraved nis trust, and we need
not aseure our readers that we shall spare no
paing to bring to justice the author of such a

ATTEMP TED ABHASSINATION OF THE EMIEROIL

The Russiun Invalide, of April 17, contnins the
tollowing particulars respecting  the attempt
upon the Emperor's life:—

“Yesterday. the 16th, while the Emperor was
wilking in the Summer Garden, a erowd assem-
bled at the gate to see his Malesty enter his cor-
rinee. Amoug Lhose people, who were animated
with feelings ot devotion and love towards tha
monarch, whose name 18 never mentioned by
any one except with expressions ol respect sod
arntitode, there wis o misereant meditating an
attempt upon the mo-t valunble lite in Russia.
Thank Hewven! the enminn) deslen was not
renlized, and the pages ol Kussiun history re-
main unstalned by a sangoinary deed of !lti;l]‘i_’-
cedenteld atroeity.  The enroniclors ol our time
hive been spared the diswessing duty of han-
ing down 1o posterity the wle of f netarious act
hitherto unknown in the annals of the Russign
people. Toe lite of him whose rule at this
wolent 18 o indispensable to Russia has been
providentially pregerved. At the moment when
the criminal deslgn, long matured in the wis.
crvant’s hend, was nbout to be carried ont,
Providence, tuking pity npon Russia, made a
simple peasant, Ussip Ivanovitell Kommissaroff,
the imstrument of its will.  Ossip {Joseph) Kom-
missuroff, » young man of twenty-five, was
born In the sillage of Molvitino, province of
Kostromn,
